PHOENIX, July 19.—That less 
than 10,000,000 acre feet of water 
will be available in the future from 
the Colorado River's flow for irri- 
gation of California and Arizona 
lands and that this will be insuf-. 
ficient for needs of a possible 
4,000,000 acres of reclaimable land 
within the two States, is the main 
conclusion reached in a report to- 


ized by the State Legislature more 
than a year ago. The average dis- 
charge of the streams of the basin, 
set at more than 17,000,000 .acre 
feet, is charged with the Gila’s 
flow with more than 4,000,000 acre 
feet as reserved, for the upper 
State’s basin and about 2.500.000 
acre feet depletions in the Grand 
Canyon and Boulder Canyon res- 
ervoirs. 

The commission has studied 
2,600,000 acres of Arizona lands 
with reference to possible irriga- 
tion and te that further in- 
vestigation made of the prob- 
lems of the proposed high line 
canal in Western Arizona and of 
the feasibility of the proposed 
Gila-Parker project embracing 
764,000 acres in Arizona and 310,- 
acres in California. It is sug- 

that more than 1,000,000 
acre feet might be obtained for 
Mexico in the event the Colorado 
River water was taken to the irri- 
gation of Gila Valley lands. 

Mr. La Rue states that the river 
floods uld be controlled by a 
dam in Mohave Canyon below To- 
pock, where a structure to raise 
the water 125 feet would impound 
more than 8,000,000 acre feet.

Five wells, totaling nearly 24.900 
barrels of high-gravity oil, have 
been placed on production in the 
Santa Fe Springs field during the 


past thirty-six hours. They are all 
located in proven sections of the 
fleld, so their addition to the pro- 
ducing list has not added any new 
territory to the proven area. 

The Kirkpatrick Brothers No. 1 
well, located one block south, and 
one block east of the Four ‘“or- 
ners, was placed on production and 
although it has not cleaned it- 
self out, is making about 8009 bar- 
rels. It was drilled 4676 feet deep, 
and the casing was set in more 
than 400 feet of sand. The oil is 
35 degrees gravity. 

The E. G. B. well No. 1, drilled 

to 4696 feet, produced initially 
about 9000 barrels of oil, but of- 
ficial tests made yesterday morning 
showed that the well flowed 5086 
barrels the day before the test. 
This well ts located near other 
producers, and is near the White. 
Star No. 1 well. and the -Schaff- 
Noble No. 2. The gas pressure is 
650 pounds. 
The Standard ol Company 
placed the Weisel No. 2 well on 
production, with a flow of 4000 
barrels. The oll is 43.8 degrees 
gravity. The well was drilled 4650 
feet deep. The Weisel lease is lo- 
cated within the proven area. One 
other well is on production on this 
property, and three others are be- 
ing drilled by Standard. 

Several other wells are ready for 
production in the field and will be 
Placed on the pipe line within the 
next few days. The Union Oil Com- 
pany of California put on produc- 
tion is Bell Ne. 11 and No. 16. 
Both wells are on the lease. prop- 
erty of Alphonzo E. Bell, who is 
reported to have recetved more 
money in royalties from Santa Fe 
Springs oil than any other -per- 
son. * 

Bell No. 11 was brought in from 
a depth of 4700 feet, four-and- 
one-half-inch casing having been 
used. The well is Mowing 4190 
barrels of 35.4 gravity oil, of 1 
per cent cut through a seven- 
eighths-inch nipple. -The.gas pres- 
sure is 500 pounds. Bell No. 16 
was brought in at a depth of 4387 
feet, with six-and-one-fourth-inch 
casing. The oil flower through a 
one-and - nine-thirty-seconds - inch 
nipple, with a casing wessure of 
850 pounds. The daily flow is 
2300 barrels of 35 gravity and 
two-tenths of 1 per cent water and 
sediment. 


SILVER MINERS 
MEET AT RENO

7 RENO (Neu.) July 19. — Pur- 
chase of silver at $1 an ounce, un- 
der the tefms of the Pitman Act. 
have ended, but effect on Nevada 
mines has not becn noticeable. 
While several of the silver pro— 
ducers are considering curtailing 
produetlon Veing frank to say the 
foreign price will not pay them, 
none of the big properties has 
ceased activity. The Rochester 
Stiver Corporation has announced 
curtailment to one shift, working 
on a leasing basis. . 

The directors of the Cortez and 
Candelaria are connected with the 
Rochester, and it e said these 
properties may take similar action. 

With all of the unsettled silver 
mining metal production for 1922, 
the State’s mineral output increased 
over that of .1921 by $2,500,000, 
or 29 per cent. The only metal in 
which a decline is shown is gold, in 
which there wa decrease of 
743.67 ounces. Silver production 
was 3,619,587 ounces in 1922, as. 
against 7,083,782 in 1921. 

Copper shows the greatest gain in 
money value for the yearm also 
in quantity mined. Lead showed a} 
gain of more than 2,000,000 
pounds, while zinc Jumped from a 
production of 69,397 pounds in 
1921 to 2,616,710 pounds in 1922. 
Most of this came from Mineral 
county. The heavy silver produc- 
tion comes mostly from Nye 
county, in which is located the 
camp of Tonopah, while most of 
the copper was produced in White 
Pine county, where the Fly mines 


e. 

The total value of all metals 
produced ih Nevada in 1922 was 
$15,705.609: in 1921 the production 
was 712.137.536. 

The burning of about 70 per cent 
of the oid camp of Goldfield the 6th 
inst. caused a loss estimated at close 
to $1,000,000. With. the exception 
of a few stone structures, most 
of the buildings in the burned area 
were. shacks. One building de- 
stroyed cost $250,900 to build, vet 
it sold two years ago for $10,000. 
There are less than 1000 persons 
in the old camp, which in its boom 
vear boasted 4 popuiation of 25,- 
000. 
None of the mining properties 
was damaged, and those returning 
from the scene of the fire say there 
are plenty of houses in the un- 
burned part of the camp to house 
the present population.and many 
more. 

Much importance is attached to 
the conference to be held in Reno, 
the fore part of August, between 
silver produces.of the continent, 
at which time, it is hoped, a silver 
export association, similar to that 
formed by the copper producers, 
will be organized. 

The leading producers of the 
West are strongly of the opinion 
that such an organization Vill re- 
sult from the conference. They 
say thev are tired of allowing 
Great Britain, whicn: produces only 
a drop in the bucket. of the world's 
silver, to fix the world price on 
the metal. ‘ 


Senator. Oddie of Nevada, chair- 
man of the Silver Investigation 
Commission of the United States 
Senate, is sending invitations to 
all the large producers of the con- 
tinent, ineluding Canada, Mexico 
and South America. He estimated 
there will de represented at the 
conference the producers of 75 per 
cent of the world’s -wer. 

It is pointed out by those behind 
the movement that such an or- 
ganization will not be contrary to 
any laws of the country, as it will 
affect only silver for exportation. |

ENTHUSIASM GAINS 
AT BOWL CONCERT 


With the perfect beauty of «s 
starlit eky, and the wonders ot re- 
|viving harmony as the inspiration, 
accomplishment was again the 
watchword last night at the Holly- 
wood Bowl. The concert, the sixth 
ot the series, was undoubtedly one 
of the most successful yet given. 
for the enthusiasm of the audience 
and the artistry ofthe program at- 
tained a very high point. Particular- 
ly was the feeling of delight and ap- 
proval aroused by Mrs. J. J. Carter's 
talk in behalf of a series of chil- 
aren’s concerts, for which among 
others Mae Murray, Aline Barns- 
dall, Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., Thom- 
as May and others offered their 
‘hearty financial support. 

More and more is the bow! tak- 
ing on the character of a far- 
reaching community effort, and the 
way is being found toward in- 
creasingly important musical en- 
deavors there. The interest of 
the public seems far to surpass 
that of last season, and a steadily 


‘growing pleasure is apparently be- 


ing found in the prograins that Emil 
Oberhoffer directs and in his manner 
of interpretation. 

The fact that he selected Mac- 
Dowell’s Suite, Opus 42, as the 
principal number, indicates that ne 
it aiming from time to time at in- 
troducng works of novelty at thesa 
concerts, and nothing could be more 
appropriate as a beginning than 
a composition by America’s own 
celebrated genius of music.
